Jewish citizens business was again sua> 
ponded and that the synagogues were 
thrown open for worship. Tnia i-. ihe oc- 
casion of the feast ol the Huts or Taber- 
nacles, to commemorate tho fact that tin 
Israelites, while in the wilderness, dwelt in 
'nits. Thi1 feast always occurs on the.ri5 
of the seventh month, after tho gathering or1
